AN ACT Relating to a secure internet-based system to generate
tenporary permts to operate vehicles; and anendi ng RCW 46. 16. 047.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCWA46.16.047 and 1961 c 12 s 46.16.047 are each anended
to read as foll ows:

(1) Forms for such tenporary permts shall be prescribed and
furnished by the departnent. Tenporary permts shall bear consecutive
nunbers, shall show the nane and address of the applicant, trade nane
of the vehicle, nodel, year, type of body, identification nunber and
date of application, and shall be such as may be affixed to the vehicle
at the tinme of issuance, and remain on such vehicle only during the
period of such registration and until the receipt of permanent |icense
pl at es. The application shall be registered in the office of the
person issuing the permt and shall be forwarded by him to the
departnment each day together with the fee acconpanying it.

A fee of fifty cents shall be charged by the person authorized to
i ssue such permt which shall be accounted for in the sane manner as
the other fees collected by such officers, provided that such fees
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collected by county auditors or their agents shall be paid to the
county treasurer in the sanme manner as other fees collected by the
county auditor and credited to the county current expense fund.

(2) By July 1, 2009, the departnent shall provide a secure
internet-based systemthat allows tenporary permts to be generated and
printed on demand by persons authorized to issue a tenporary permt.
By July 1, 2011, all tenporary permts nust be generated using the
desi gnat ed secure internet-based system
